INSTRUCTIONS    CONCERNING   MEAT  INSPECTION. 

«  Reports  Desired  on  Shops,  Markets,  Etc. 

Inspectors  in  charge  «of  meat  inspection  will  promptly  submit  to  the  Washington 
office  reports  from  their  respective  stations  covering  all  shops,  markets,  or  departments 
which  are  a  part  of,  or  on  the  premises  of,  or  adjoining  official  establishments,  and  in 
which  meat  or  meat  food  products  are  prepared  or  handled  without  Federal  inspection. 
These  reports  should  show  the  location  of  such  shops,  markets,  or  departments  and 
their  relation  to  the  official  establishments,  also  the  character  of  the  unofficial  business 
in  meat  or  meat  food  products  conducted  therein. 

Labeling  Meat  Food  Products  "100  Per  Cent  Pure." 

It  is  customary  with  dealers  in  chemicals  to  label  an  article  which  consists  exclu- 
sively of  a  certain  definite  chemical  compound  as  "Chemically  pure,"  "100  per  cent 
pure,"  etc.  The  application  of  terms  of  this  kind  to  meats  or  meat  food  products  is 
considered  improper,  because,  while  inspected  and  passed  meats  are  pure  from  a 
commercial  and  hygienic  standpoint,  their  very  nature  precludes  the  use  on  labels 
of  such  terms  as  "Chemically  pure"  or  "100  per  cent  pure."  All  meats  and  meat 
food  products  are  made  up  of  a  variety  of  organic  and  inorganic  compounds.  There- 
fore they  can  not  be  "100  per  cent  pure"  in  the  sense  in  which  this  term  is  ordinarily 
used.  Notice  is  therefore  given  that  on  and  after  March  1,  1913,  no  meats  or  meat 
food  products  prepared  at  official  establishments  shall  be  designated  as  "100  per  cent 
pure." 

Preparation  of  Sausage  in  Oil. 

Experience  has  shown  that  in  the  case  of  sausage  in  oil  it  is  not  infrequent  for  the 
tops  of  cans  to  show  loose  tin  and  to  present  a  more  or  less  bulged  appearance,  making 
it  difficult  at  times  for  inspectors  to  differentiate  these  cans  from  those  which  have 
become  puffed  through  a  process  of  fermentation.  It  appears  that  this  condition  is 
due  in  part  at  least  to  the  fact  that  some  houses  are  putting  out  this  product  without 
applying  a  vacuum  and  without  proper  processing-.  In  the  future  inspectors  will  see 
that  establishments  which  prepare  sausage  in  oil  process  or  heat  this  product  to  a 
temperature  of  at  least  160°  F.,  maintaining  this  temperature  within  the  can  for  at 
least  30  minutes.  It  should  be  further  required  that  all  cans  of  sausage  in  oil  show  a 
good  vacuum;  that  is,  well  concaved  tops  and  bottoms,  after  processing  and  cooling. 
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Inspection  of  Kidneys. 

Kidney  knobs  should  not  be  allowed  to  leave  official  establishments  without  a 
careful  inspection  of  the  kidney.  This  should  be  done  by  making  a  longitudinal  inci- 
sion through  the  kidney  fat  in  such  a  manner  that  the  kidney  will  not  be  mutilated 
and  yet  be  so  exposed  that  every  portion  of  it  may  be  palpated  and  seen.  If  the  kidney 
is  found  to  be  sound  and  otherwise  fit  for  foo'd  the  fat  may  be  so  pressed  together  that 
it  will  assume  its  original  form.  Care  should  be  exercised  in  inspecting  this  class  of 
product  so  that  it  will  not  be  unnecessarily  mutilated,  otherwise  it  would  be  unfit  for 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended. 

Reporting  Disposition  of  Carcasses. 

Through  error  inspectors  engaged  in  meat  inspection  are  reporting  carcasses  as  ren- 
dered into  lard  or  tallow  which  under  the  regulations  should  be  either  passed  for  food 
or  condemned.  Each  inspector  should  see  that  no  carcass  or  part  is  permitted  to  be 
rendered  into  lard  or  tallow  unless  such  disposition  is  specifically  provided  for  in  the 
regulations.     Furthermore,  if  a  carcass  or  part  is  passed  for  food,  it  should  be  so  reported. 

Certain  Kinds  of  Inedible  Material  Not  Allowed  in  Cars  with  Meat  Food  Products. 

Xo  inedible  material  which  is  objectionable  shall  be  placed  in  cars  with  meat  or 
meat  food  product.  Furthermore,  no  inedible  meat  or  meat  food  product  shall  be 
placed  with  meat  or  meat  food  product  in  cars  bearing  Government  seals. 


INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  RENDERING  REPORTS  OF  INFECTIOUS   CARS. 

I.  D.  Form  62. 

1.  All  cars  which  under  the  regulations  are  required  to  be  cleaned  and  disinfected 
are  to  be  reported  daily  to  the  "Washington  office  upon  this  form  from  destinations  or 
from  points  en  route  at  which  their  loads  are  transferred  to  other  cars,  or  from  points 
to  which  such  cars  are  billed  for  cleaning  and  disinfecting  as  provided  in  Regulation  4, 
B.  A.  I.  Order  143. 

2.  In  the  column  headed  "Xature  of  infection."  abbreviate  as  follows:  Sheep 
scabies,  SS;  cattle  scabies.  CS;  hog  cholera,  HC;  Texas  fever,  TF.  All  other  infec- 
tions should  be  named  in  full. 

3.  The  common  carrier  delivering  shipments  to  the  unloading  chutes  or  platforms 
should,  as  a  rule,  be  held  responsible  for  the  cleaning  and  disinfecting  of  the  cars; 
when  this  is  not  done,  other  specific  arrangements  must  be  made  in  accordance  with 
Regulation  4,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143,  so  that  both  the  inspector  and  the  company  will 
always  know  where  the  responsibility  rests. 

4.  Only  those  cars  for  the  disinfection  of  which  a  single  company  is  responsible 
should  be  shown  on  one  report.  A  separate  report  should  be  made  for  each  responsible 
company  and  the  name  of  such  company  should  be  plainly  indicated  on  the  report . 

I.  D.  Form  62 A. 

1.  This  report  should  be  rendered  to  the  "Washington  office  each  day  that  one  or 
more  infectious  cars  are  either  disinfected  or  billed  for  disinfection  at  another  point, 
or  are  removed  without  disinfection  or  without  clue  arrangements  therefor. 

2.  In  the  column  headed  " Disposal."  abbreviate  as  follows:  Cleaned  and  disin- 
fected, C&D;  cleaned,  washed,  and  disinfected,  CW&D;  sealed  and  billed  (to  East 
Buffalo,  for  instance),  and  inspector  notified,  S&BEBuffaloIX..  and  just  to  the  right 
of  the  car  number  give  date  of  receipt  at  station. 
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3.  Infectious  cars  that  are  removed  without  disinfection,  or  without  proper  arrange- 
ments for  disinfection  at  another  point,  shall  be  reported  separately  on  this  form,  such 
reports  being  marked  "Special"  and  promptly  mailed  to  the  Washington  office. 

4.  When  under  special  agreement  cars  are  sealed  and  billed  to  another  point  for 
cleaning  and  disinfecting  in  the  presence  of  a  bureau  employee,  such  employee  should 
be  promptly  notified  on  this  form. 

5.  When  -reporting  the  cleaning  and  disinfection  of  cars  which  have  been  sealed 
and  billed  from  another  station,  a  notation  to  that  effect  shall  be  made  upon  this 
form. 

6.  Paragraph  4  under  instructions  regarding  I.  D.  Form  62  is  also  applicable  to 
this  form. 

7.  The  supervision  of  all  other  cars  cleaned  and  disinfected  at  the  request  of  the 
railroad  companies  or  otherwise  and  not  positively  known  to  be  infectious  should  be 
reported  daily  on  this  form  and  marked  "Special." 

I.  D.  Form  62D. 

1.  This  report  should  be  rendered  on  the  1st  and  16th  days  of  each  month;  that  is, 
all  infectious  cars  received  prior  to  the  1st  day  of  any  month,  whose  disposal  is  not 
reported  on  I.  D.  Form  62 A  by  the  16th  of  the  same  month,  should  on  the  latter  date 
be  reported  on  this  form. 

2.  A  separate  report  should  be  rendered  for  each  company  responsible  for  the  dis- 
infection of  cars. 

3.  In  column  headed  "Status"  any  action  taken  should  be  noted  in  full. 

4.  This  report  should  be  rendered  in  duplicate,  the  original  being  forwarded  to  the 
Washington  office  and  the  duplicate  to  Mr.  George  C.  Moser,  Room  800  Live  Stock 
Exchange  Building,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

Special. 

All  reports  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Washington  office  in  envelopes  marked  or 
stamped  in  the  upper  left-hand  corner  "Car  reports." 


SUBSTANCES   PERMITTED  FOR   OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Dr.  LeGear'sDip  &  Disinfectant,"  &  coal-t&T creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Dr.  L.  D. 
LeGear  Medicine  Co.,  St.  Louis,  Mo.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than 

70  gallons  of  water. 

"Dr.  Nolan's  Special  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Dr.  D.  W. 
Nolan  Remedy  Co.,  Springfield,  111.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than 

71  gallons  of  water. 

"Creol  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Brunswig  Drug  Co.,  Los 
Angeles,  Cal.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  75  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit  the 
use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty  required 
of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments  thereto,  or 
which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or  amendments. 


GUARANTY  REQUIRED  ON  LABELS  OF  DIPS  USED  IN  OFFICIAL  DIPPING. 

At  frequent  intervals,  through  the  medium  of  Service  Announcements,  inspectors 
have  been  advised  concerning  the  dips  permitted  to  be  used  in  official  dipping.  Par- 
ticular attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  while  a  given  proprietary  substance  may 
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be  permitted  to  be  used  in  official  dipping  under  certain  conditions,  this  permission 
does  not  apply  in  the  case  of  any  lot  of  dip  which  does  not  bear  on  the  labels  the  guar- 
anty required  of  manufacturers  by  B.  A.  I.  Order  143,  regulation  33  and  amendments 
thereto,  or  which  in  any  other  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  the  above-named  reg- 
ulations. 

Inspectors  supervising  official  dipping  will  in  all  cases  see  that  the  article  to  be  used 
has  been  permitted  by  the  department;  that  it  is  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  speci- 
fications given  in  Service  Announcements;  and  that  it  bears  the  guaranty  legend  above 
referred  to.  If  the  article  does  not  meet  all  of  these  requirements  its  use  will  not  be 
permitted.

Meat-Inspection  Law. 

The  case  of  the  United  States  v.  F.  J.  Kuite,  Holland,  Mich.,  for  violation  of  the 
meat -inspection  act,  in  shipping  an  immature  calf  carcass  in  interstate  trade,  has  been 
disposed  of,  the  defendant  being  fined  $25. 

The  case  of  the  United  States  v.  R.  A.  Caldwell,  Grand ville,  Mich.,  for  violation 
of  the  meat-inspection  act,  in  shipping  an  immature  calf  carcass  in  interstate  trade, 
has  been  disposed  of,  the  defendant  being  fined  $25. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  J.  H.  Kielmeyer,  Nestrand,  Minn.,  for  violation  of 
the  meat-inspection  act,  in  shipping  an  immature  calf  carcass  in  interstate  trade, 
the  defendant  recently  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  was  fined  $10  and  costs. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Charles  S.  Gotschall,  East  Liverpool,  Ohio, 
for  violation  of  the  meat-inspection  act,  in  moving  from  Chester,  W.  Va.,  to  East 
Liverpool,  Ohio,  three  uninspected  calf  carcasses,  the  defendant  entered  a  plea  of 
guilty  and  the  court  imposed  a  fine  of  $1,000  and'  costs,  and  the  execution  of  the 
sentence  was  suspended  during  good  behavior. 
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In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  A.  W.  Fisher,  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  for  violation  of  the 
meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  immature  calf  carcasses  in  interstate  trade,  the  de- 
fendant pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  §50. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Herman  C.  Leudtke  (Northwestern  Produce  Co.), 
St.  Paul,  Minn.,  for  violation  of  the  meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  uninspected  calf 
carcasses  in  interstate  trade,  the  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  was  fined  $75. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  D.  E.  Norman,  Tripoli,  Iowa,  for  violations  of  the 
meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  immature  calf  carcasses  in  interstate  trade,  the  de- 
fendant entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  was  fined  $200  and  costs. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  John  Barkowski,  Detroit,  Mich.,  for  forcibly 
assaulting  a  meat  inspector,  the  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  not  guilty  and  the  jury 
returned  a  verdict  of  guilty.  The  court  sentenced  Barkowski  to  90  days  in  the  house 
of  correction. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH  DISEASE   CONDITIONS   IN   GREAT  BRITAIN. 

Advices  received  from  Dr.  W.  H.  Wray,  bureau  inspector  in  Great  Britain,  indicate 
that  from  June  24,  the  date  upon  which  the  recent  appearance  of  foot-and-mouth 
disease  was  discovered,  up  to  July  25,  there  were  16  distinct  centers  of  infection  in 
England. 

In  considering  the  numerical  order  of  these  outbreaks  it  is  interesting  to  note  the 
comparatively  wide  extent  of  country  intervening  in  certain  cases.  For  instance,  the 
fifth  center  of  infection  occurred  at  Liverpool  market  and  the  sixth  near  Kingston  in 
southeastern  England,  at  least  150  miles  distant.  The  fifteenth  appearance  of  the 
infection  was  near  Elslack,  northeast  from  Liverpool,  whereas  the  following  center 
of  infection  occurred  a  few  miles  northeast  of  Swansea  in  southwestern  England,  160 
or  more  miles  from  Elslack  and  approximately  125  miles  from  the  nearest  previous 
outbreak. 

For  the  week  ending  July  27  there  were  five  distinct  outbreaks  of  the  disease  in 
England,  and  during  the  following  week  two  further  occurrences  of  the  infection  in 
that  country,  and  two  at  Dublin,  Ireland. 

In  addition  to  the  cancellation  of  outstanding  permits  for  the  importation  of  cattle, 
sheep,  other  ruminants  and  swine  as  indicated  in  Service  Announcements  for  July 
15,  the  bureau  is  exercising  every  precaution  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  the  disease 
through  the  medium  of  hay,  straw,  forage,  and  other  materials  accompanying  imported 
horses.  The  landing  of  such  materials  is  not  being  permitted.  Extra  precautions 
are  likewise  being  taken  in  preventing  the  possible  introduction  of  the  infection 
through  the  shipment  of  hides  which  may  have  been  contaminated  or  in  any  possible 
manner  exposed  to  infection.

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BREEDING  HORSES  FOR  THE  ARMY. 

The  agricultural  appropriation  bill  for  the  current  year  provides  an  increase  of 
S50.000  in  the  bureau's  appropriation  for  cooperative  experiments  in  animal  breeding 
and  feeding,  all  of  which  will  be  spent  in  experiments  to  encourage  the  breeding  of 
horses  for  the  Army.  The  plan  of  operation  will  be  essentially  that  set  forth  in  the 
Twenty-sixth  and  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Eeports  of  the  bureau  and  republished 
as  Circulars  178  and  186.  The  fact  that  the  full  appropriation  called  for  was  not  made 
makes  it  necessary  to  limit  the  initial  work  somewhat.  Accordingly,  the  start  will 
be  made  in  what  the  bureau  has  called  the  New  England  district  (Vermont  and 
New  Hampshire)  and  the  central  district  (Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  and 
Tennessee). 

Officers  of  the  bureau  stationed  in  the  States  named  are  invited  to  furnish  sugges- 
tions and  information  as  to  the  best  localities  in  their  States  for  the  location  of  stallions, 
the  character  and  approximate  number  of  mares,  etc.  Stallions  will  be  obtained  in 
time  for  the  1913  breeding  season.  Correspondence  on  these  subjects  may  be  con- 
ducted direct  with  the  Chief  of  the  Animal  Husbandry  Division.
